DIGEST OF INTRODUCED BILL

Citations Affected:   IC 21-3-13.

Synopsis: Full day kindergarten grants. Provides a grant to each school
corporation that offers a full day kindergarten program. Provides that
the amount of the grant is equal to the additional amounts a school
corporation would have received for tuition support, the growing
enrollment adjustment, the at-risk grant, the transportation distribution,
and the primetime distribution if each full day kindergarten student
were counted as one pupil rather than one-half pupil for purposes of the
distribution formulas.

A BILL FOR AN ACT to amend the Indiana Code concerning
education finance and to make an appropriation.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Indiana:

SECTION 1. IC 21-3-13 IS ADDED TO THE INDIANA CODE AS1
A NEW CHAPTER TO READ AS FOLLOWS [EFFECTIVE JULY2
1, 2001]:3

Chapter 13. Full Day Kindergarten Grants4
Sec. 1. As used in this chapter, "ADM" has the meaning set5

forth in IC 21-3-1.6-1.1.6
Sec. 2. A school corporation that provides a full day7

kindergarten program is eligible to receive a grant from the state8
under this chapter.9

Sec. 3. The amount of the grant that a school corporation is10
entitled to receive under this chapter is determined under the11
following STEPS:12

STEP ONE: Determine the result of:13
(A) the tuition support distribution the school corporation14
would have received under IC 21-3-1.7-8 for a year, if each15
student attending a full day kindergarten program were16
counted as one (1) ADM; minus17
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(B) the tuition support distribution that the school1
corporation will receive under IC 21-3-1.7-8 for the year.2

STEP TWO: Determine the result of:3
(A) the enrollment adjustment grant the school4
corporation would have received under IC 21-3-1.7-9.5 for5
a year, if each student attending a full day kindergarten6
program were counted as one (1) ADM; minus7
(B) the enrollment adjustment grant that the school8
corporation will receive under IC 21-3-1.7-9.5 for the year.9

STEP THREE: Determine the result of:10
(A) the amount the school corporation would have received11
under IC  21-3-1.7-9.7 for a year for at-risk programs, if12
each student attending a full day kindergarten program13
were counted as one (1) ADM; minus14
(B) the amount the school corporation will receive under15
IC  21-3-1.7-9.7 for the year for at-risk programs.16

STEP FOUR: Determine the result of:17
(A) the transportation distribution the school corporation18
would have received under IC 21-3-3.1 for the year, if each19
student attending a full day kindergarten program were20
counted as one (1) ADM; minus21
(B) the transportation distribution the school corporation22
will receive for the year under IC 21-3-3.1.23

STEP FIVE: Determine the result of:24
(A) the primetime distribution the school corporation25
would have received under IC 21-1-30 for the year, if each26
student attending a full day kindergarten program were27
counted as one (1) ADM; minus28
(B) the primetime distribution the school corporation will29
receive for the year under IC 21-1-30.30

STEP SIX: Determine the sum of the results determined for31
the school corporation in STEPS ONE through FIVE.32

Sec. 4. The amounts necessary to provide the grants under this33
chapter are appropriated from the state general fund.34

Sec. 5. The department of education shall adopt rules under35
IC 4-22-2 to carry out this chapter.36
